MINISTRY  OVERVIEW  STATEMENT 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  responsible  for  providing  a  fair  and  accessible 
justice  system  that  reflects  the  needs  of  the  diverse  communities  it  serves  across  the 
province.  It  strives  to  manage  the  justice  system  in  an  equitable,  efficient  and 
affordable  way.  The  Ministry  employs  approximately  7,800  staff  engaged  in  providing 
services  in  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts,  the  prosecution  of  crime,  services  to  victims, 
support  of  vulnerable  people  and  legal  services  to  Government. 

The  ministry  is  guided  by  five  key  strategies  that  assist  the  Government  in  meeting  its 
results  and  support  the  priority  of  “Stronger,  Safer  Communities”.  They  are: 

Improve  the  Efficiency  and  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

The  ministry  protects  community  and  personal  safety  through  effective 
prosecution  of  offences.  More  than  850  Crown  attorneys  prosecute 
approximately  500,000  charges  each  year. 

Protect  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

The  ministry  delivers  or  supports  a  number  of  special  services  to  vulnerable 
people  most  in  need.  These  services  include  decision-making  for  mentally 
incapable  people  with  no  one  else  to  act  on  their  behalf,  legal  representation  of 
children,  supervised  access  for  families  with  custody  and  access  issues,  and 
funding  for  Legal  Aid  Ontario. 

The  ministry  is  also  responsible  for  the  Human  Rights  Code  and  for  coordinating 
Ontario’s  obligations  under  international  human  rights  treaties  and  agreements. 
The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of 
Ontario  -  arms-length  agencies  responsible  for  administering  the  Code  -  are 
within  the  Attorney  General’s  policy  and  administrative  responsibilities. 

Ensure  Access  to  Victims  Services 

The  ministry  provides  or  supports  services  for  victims  of  crime  through 
community  and  court-based  initiatives,  such  as  the  Victim/Witness  Assistance 
Program  (V/WAP).  As  an  advisory  agency,  the  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime  works 
to  strengthen  victims’  services  by  consulting  with  victims  and  advising 
government  on  ways  to  improve  services  to  victims. 

Deliver  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

Criminal,  civil  and  family  courts  are  co-ordinated  by  ministry  employees,  who 
provide  courtroom  and  administrative  support,  maintain  court  records,  enforce 
civil  orders,  collect  fines  and  fees  and  convey  information  to  the  public. 
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Vital  Public  Interest 

In  addition  to  the  four  key  strategies,  the  ministry  supports  the  role  of  the 
Attorney  General  as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the  Crown,  by  providing  the  government 
with  expert  legal  advice,  advocacy  and  representation  before  tribunals  and  at  all 
levels  of  court. 

The  ministry  maintains  public  accountability  for  the  administration  of  the  Criminal 
Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Board,  Board  of  Negotiation,  and  the  Special  Investigations  Unit. 
Decision-making  by  these  bodies  is  independent  of  the  ministry.

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PUBLISHED  RESULTS-BASED  PLAN  2006-07 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General,  through  its  Results-Based  Plan,  is  committed  to 
meeting  the  government’s  priorities  of  “Stronger,  Safer  Communities”  and  “Vital  Public 
Interest”.  The  charts  in  Appendix  A  and  B  demonstrate  how  these  priorities,  their 
results  and  strategies  relate  to  each  other. 

The  ministry  employs  approximately  7,800  staff  engaged  in  providing  services  in 
criminal,  civil  and  family  courts,  the  prosecution  of  crime,  services  to  victims,  support  of 
vulnerable  people  and  legal  services  to  government. 

Stronger,  Safer  Communities 

Respecting  the  priority  of  Stronger,  Safer  Communities,  the  government  has  established 
the  following  results: 

•  Make  Ontarians  safe  in  their  communities 

•  Enable  young  offenders  to  become  contributing  members  of  society 

•  Make  Ontario  a  safe  place  for  victims  of  domestic  violence 

•  Better  Protect  Ontario’s  children. 

To  support  the  achievement  of  these  results,  the  ministry  has  established  four 
strategies.  They  are  outlined  below  along  with  a  number  of  related  objectives  for  2006- 
07: 

Improve  the  Efficiency  and  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

The  ministry  works  to  protect  community  and  personal  safety  through  the  prosecution  of 
offences  in  all  criminal  matters  and  criminal  appeals  before  all  levels  of  courts  in  the 
province.  More  than  850  Crown  attorneys  prosecute  approximately  500,000  charges 
per  year.  The  ministry  is  working  to  improve  the  effective  and  efficient  functioning  of  the 
criminal  justice  system.  The  causes  of  backlog  and  delay  are  complex  and  inter¬ 
related.  Managing  the  growing  caseload  requires  a  multi-faceted,  coordinated  approach 
and  the  cooperation  of  all  partners  in  the  justice  system,  who  include  Crowns,  police, 
the  judiciary  and  the  private  bar. 

In  2006-07,  the  ministry  will  be  establishing  the  first  Bail  Blitz  Teams  consisting  of 
police,  Crown  prosecutors  and  duty  counsel,  who  will  work  together  to  expedite  the  bail 
court  process  at  certain  sites  for  criminal  cases,  including  those  involving  guns.  The 
teams  will  ensure  that  the  accused  are  dealt  with  quickly  and  appropriately,  and  that 
public  safety  is  enhanced. 

The  Government  has  also  appointed  46  judges  to  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice  since 
October  2003. 
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Backlog  reduction  courts  have  been  set  up  at  sites  with  the  greatest  need,  and  case 
management  teams  have  been  established  in  high  volume  areas  to  monitor  caseload 
and  identify  charges  that  might  be  in  jeopardy  due  to  systemic  delay. 

The  ministry  has  instituted  a  Bail  Best  Practices  Protocol  to  reduce  the  number  of  in- 
custody  appearances  prior  to  setting  a  date  for  trial.  The  ministry  has  also  implemented 
first  appearance  disclosure  and  early  pre-trial  conferences  between  Crown  counsel  and 
the  defence  to  reduce  the  time  required  to  deal  with  each  case.  Early  judicial  pre-trials 
have  been  implemented,  where  appropriate,  increasing  the  number  of  early  resolutions 
and  reducing  court  time  needed. 

The  ministry  has  moved  to  increase  the  number  of  pre-trials,  to  expedite  them  as 
necessary  in  cooperation  with  the  judiciary,  and  to  reduce  the  number  of  times  matters 
can  be  adjourned. 

Finally,  the  ministry  continues  to  work  closely  with  the  judiciary  of  the  Ontario  Court  of 
Justice,  which  determines  the  assignment  of  judges,  to  help  ensure  that  courtrooms  are 
being  utilized  to  their  maximum,  with  no  lost  time. 

The  goal  is  to  move  most  criminal  cases  through  the  system  faster.  A  more  efficient 
system  will  allow  the  ministry  to  focus  its  resources  on  high  priority  criminal  offences 
and  offenders,  which  will  enhance  public  safety  and  confidence  in  the  criminal  justice 
system.  To  this  end,  the  percentage  of  criminal  charges  that  actually  went  to  trial  was 
9%  in  2004-05  and  is  expected  to  be  maintained  at  or  below  9%  in  2006-07. 

Additionally,  the  percentage  of  criminal  charges  resolved  without  a  trial  date  set  (Early 
Resolution  Rate)  was  72%  in  2004-05  and  is  expected  to  be  at  or  above  72%  in  2006- 
07,  thereby  saving  court  time  for  those  charges  that  cannot  be  resolved  prior  to  trial. 

The  Attorney  General  also  announced  in  January  2006  that  the  government  intends  to 
establish  a  new  Law  Commission  of  Ontario. 

The  commission's  mandate  will  be  to  work  with  government,  the  legal  profession,  the 
judiciary,  the  faculties  and  students  of  all  Ontario  law  schools  and  the  public,  to: 

•  Examine  issues  of  significant  interest  and  importance; 

•  Develop  recommendations  designed  to  improve  the  administration  of  Ontario's 
justice  system;  and 

•  Enhance  access  to  justice. 

On  April  19,  2006  the  government  introduced  the  Independent  Police  Review  Act,  2006. 
This  bill,  if  passed,  would  implement  recommendations  made  by  Justice  Patrick 
LeSage,  former  chief  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Justice  in  April  of  2005.  This 
would  create  an  independent  civilian  body  to  administer  the  police  review  system  in 
Ontario.  The  proposed  system  would  seek  to  have  the  confidence  and  respect  of  both 
the  public  and  the  police. 
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Enhanced  Anti  -  Gun  Gang  Violence  Strategy 

As  part  of  its  anti-gun  strategy,  the  government  will  continue  to  work  with  all  levels  of 
government  and  members  of  the  community  to  find  legislative  changes  and  community- 
based  initiatives  to  end  gun  violence. 

On  January  5,  2006  the  government  announced  it  is  intensifying  its  effort  to  fight  gun 
violence  with  immediate  funding  for  several  new  initiatives  that  will  be  implemented  in 
06/07.  These  initiatives  include: 

•  Provincial  Operations  Centre  —  Establishing  a  state-of-the-art  operations  centre 
that  will  bring  expertise  and  technology  under  one  roof.  The  Centre  participants 
will  include  the  newly-expanded  Toronto  Guns  and  Gangs  Task  Force,  the 
Toronto  Police  Service,  Ontario  Provincial  Police,  Crown  prosecutors,  support 
staff,  probation  and  parole  officers,  and  victim  services’  staff. 

•  Further  Expansion  of  the  Toronto  Guns  and  Gangs  Task  Force  —  The  task  force, 
which  will  be  housed  in  the  Provincial  Operations  Centre,  will  be  increased  by  an 
additional  31  Crown  prosecutors,  and  additional  support  staff,  and  12 
victim/witness  services  staff.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  expansion  of  32  Crown 
prosecutors  and  26  experienced  police  officers  announced  by  the  Attorney 
General  in  October  2005. 

•  Major  Crimes  Court  —  Establishing  courts  designed  to  increase  the  criminal 
justice  system’s  capacity  to  respond  to  large-scale  prosecutions.  The  courts  will 
be  equipped  with  high  levels  of  security  and  be  capable  of  dealing  with  multiple 
defendants.  Three  new  judges  will  also  be  appointed  in  order  to  deal  with  any 
additional  volume  of  work. 

The  ministry  is  also  implementing  the  following  additional  anti  gun  and  gang  violence 
initiatives: 

•  Ontario's  Witness  Protection  Program  —  improvements  to  encourage  more 
community  members  to  come  forward  when  they  have  witnessed  a  serious 
crime.  The  ministry  is  working  toward  improving  short-term  protection,  reducing 
red  tape  involved  in  obtaining  a  new  identity,  and  expediting  admission  to  the 
program. 

•  Community  Impact  Evidence  —  Crown  prosecutors  are  developing  and 
presenting  community  impact  evidence  to  the  courts  about  the  devastating 
impact  of  gun  violence  on  individuals  and  communities,  in  an  effort  to  seek 
tougher  sentences. 

•  Stiffer  Sentences  —  Expert  Crown  prosecutors  have  developed,  and  will 
continue  to  supplement,  a  firearms  prosecution  package  available  to  Crown 
prosecutors  as  a  resource  in  seeking  tougher  sentences. 
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Youth  Justice  Committees  —  The  Youth  Justice  Committee  program,  an  alternative  to 
the  formal  court  process  that  holds  low-risk  young  offenders  accountable  and  addresses 
issues  that  may  lead  to  re-offending,  has  been  expanded  to  a  total  of  23  communities 
across  the  province.  The  government  is  doubling  funding  for  the  program  over  the  term 
of  its  mandate  for  further  expansion  to  even  more  communities  in  Ontario. 

On  an  ongoing  basis,  the  ministry  supports  Aboriginal  programs,  the  Special 
Investigations  Unit  and  the  Proceeds  of  Crime  program. 

Protect  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

The  ministry  is  committed  to  protecting  the  interests  of  the  most  vulnerable  in  the 
province.  A  range  of  services  is  provided  by  the  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and 
Trustee,  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer,  the  Supervised  Access  program,  the  Bail 
Verification  and  Supervision  program  and  Legal  Aid  Ontario  (LAO). 

Some  key  performance  measures  related  to  these  services  are,  as  follows: 

•  percentage  of  Bail  Verification  and  Supervision  Program  clients  who  attend  all  of 
their  court  appearances  was  81%  in  2004-05  and  is  expected  to  increase  to  83% 
in  2006-07,  thereby  continuing  to  expedite  the  court  process 

•  percentage  of  pooled  investment  funds  for  clients  of  the  Office  of  the  Public 
Guardian  and  Trustee,  for  which  the  rate  of  return  exceeded  the  benchmark  was 
75%  in  2004-05  and  is  expected  to  be  maintained  at  or  above  75%  in  2006-07, 
thereby  contributing  to  the  financial  welfare  of  minors  and  vulnerable  adults 

•  percentage  of  safe  visits  and  exchanges  (without  incident)  between  children  and 
their  non-custodial  parent  in  Supervised  Access  Centres  was  99.9%  in  2004-05 
and  is  expected  to  be  maintained  at  or  above  98%  in  2006-07,  thereby  better 
protecting  Ontario’s  children  and  victims  of  abuse. 

In  2006-07,  the  Attorney  General  intends  to  engage  representatives  of  the  bar  in 
discussions  about  how  to  strengthen  legal  aid,  how  to  give  LAO  more  room  to  grow, 
how  to  enable  LAO  to  deliver  more  services  and  how  to  ensure  that  LAO  remains  the 
strongest,  most  dynamic  legal  aid  system  in  the  country. 

The  ministry  is  also  responsible  for  the  Human  Rights  Code  and  for  co-ordinating 
Ontario’s  obligations  under  international  human  rights  treaties  and  agreements.  The 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario,  which 
are  arms-length,  agencies  responsible  for  administering  the  Code,  are  within  the 
Attorney  General’s  policy  and  administrative  responsibilities. 

On  February  20,  2006,  the  Attorney  General  announced  his  intention  to  introduce 
legislation  in  spring  2006  that  would,  if  passed,  transform  Ontario's  40  year-old  human 
rights  system  so  that  it  can  better  respond  to  modern  human  rights  issues. 
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The  proposed  new  model  for  human  rights  would  provide  a  quicker,  more  efficient  way 
to  resolve  complaints  by  allowing  claims  to  be  filed  directly  with  an  enhanced  Human 
Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario.  The  new  model  would  also  strengthen  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Commission  and  allow  it  to  place  greater  emphasis  on  proactive  measures  to 
address  human  rights  issues. 

In  February  2006,  the  Ontario  legislature  passed  the  Family  Statute  Law  Amendment 
Act,  2005,  which  mandates  that  all  family  law  arbitrations  in  Ontario  are  to  be  conducted 
only  in  accordance  with  Canadian  law. 

Under  this  legislation,  resolutions  based  on  other  laws  and  principles  —  including 
religious  principles  —  will  have  no  legal  effect  and  will  not  be  enforceable  by  the  courts. 

The  Family  Statute  Law  Amendment  Act  also  requires  that  family  arbitrations  be  subject 
to  the  general  rules  of  the  family  law  of  Ontario.  Integrating  family  arbitrations  into  the 
Family  Law  Act  will  improve  legal  protections  for  women  and  children. 

The  family  arbitration  amendments  will  come  into  effect  when  the  regulations  are  made. 
The  ministry  is  working  with  interested  individuals  and  groups  to  draft  regulations,  which 
are  expected  later  in  2006. 

Ensure  Access  to  Victim  Services 

The  ministry  provides  direct  support,  information  and  referrals  to  victims  and  witnesses 
of  crime  involved  in  the  criminal  court  process.  The  percentage  of  clients  satisfied  with 
the  services  provided  by  this  Victim  Witness  Assistance  Program  was  92%  in  2004-05 
and  it  is  expected  that  clients  will  continue  to  be  satisfied  with  this  kind  of  support 
through  2006-07,  demonstrating  the  extent  to  which  victims  of  crime  feel  they  have 
received  support  during  the  court  process.  In  addition,  the  ministry  funds  community- 
based  agencies  to  deliver  a  broad  range  of  services,  including:  crisis  assistance  and 
referral  services,  sexual  assault  services,  child  witness  programs,  behavioural  programs 
that  counsel  men  who  have  assaulted  their  partners,  and  safety  planning  for  persons  at 
risk  of  violence. 

This  year,  the  ministry  will  establish  two  new  French-language  sexual  assault  centres, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  sexual  assault  centres  to  38. 

In  the  area  of  Domestic  Violence,  the  ministry  will  continue  to  expand  Domestic 
Violence  Courts  to  achieve  province-wide  coverage  and  continue  to  implement  the  Bail 
Safety  Program.  The  ministry  will  also  continue  to  implement  initiatives  as  part  of  the 
government-wide  Domestic  Violence  Action  Plan,  including:  improving  the  enforcement 
of  restraining  orders,  improving  communication  between  family  and  criminal  court  in 
cases  involving  domestic  violence,  completing  research  and  evaluations  on  the 
Domestic  Violence  Courts  and  making  improvements  based  on  the  results. 
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As  part  of  its  Domestic  Violence  Action  Plan,  the  government  is  investing  $66  million 
over  four  years  in  programs  and  services  related  to  addressing  domestic  violence, 
including  education  and  training,  more  money  for  supports  for  shelters  and  second- 
stage  housing,  counselling,  prevention  and  strengthening  the  justice  system  response. 

In  2006-07,  the  ministry  will  build  on  the  success  of  its  community  grant  process  by 
developing  new  or  enhanced  approaches  to  meet  the  various  needs  of  victims  and 
strengthen  community  capacity  to  deliver  victim  services. 

The  ministry  will  also  continue  to  support  the  newly  established  Hate  Crimes 
Community  Working  Group.  This  group  will  provide  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  and 
the  Minister  of  Community  Safety  and  Correctional  Services  on  possible  approaches  to 
better  address  hate  crimes  in  the  province.  These  will  include  measures  to  enhance 
services  to  hate  crime  victims  and  to  reduce  hate  crime  victimization,  directed  at  both 
individuals  and  communities  at  large. 

Deliver  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

The  ministry  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts  in 
Ontario  and  is  committed  to  providing  a  modern  and  professional  court  service  that 
supports  accessible,  fair,  timely  and  effective  justice  services.  Services  include: 
providing  public  information  at  court  counters,  maintaining  court  records,  providing 
courtroom  support  for  the  judiciary,  managing  juries,  delivering  family  and  civil 
mediation  programs,  enforcing  court  orders,  managing  the  appointment  of  judges, 
justices  of  the  peace,  masters,  notaries  public  and  commissioners  for  taking  affidavits. 

Some  key  performance  measures  related  to  these  services  are,  as  follows: 

•  percentage  of  customers  satisfied  with  counter  services  in  civil  court  was  84%  in 
2004-05  and  it  is  expected  that  this  level  of  satisfaction  will  continue  through  to 
2006-07,  thereby  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  the  court  system 

•  percentage  of  family  court  cases  that  proceed  to  mediation,  settled  (full  and 
partial)  through  the  mediation  process  was  79%  in  2004-05  and  it  is  expected  to 
remain  steady  through  to  2006-07,  thereby  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  court 
system 

•  percentage  of  customers  satisfied  with  counter  services  in  small  claims  court  was 
88%  in  2004-05  and  it  is  expected  that  this  level  of  satisfaction  will  continue 
through  to  2006-07,  thereby  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  the  court  system. 

The  ministry  is  committed  to  improving  access  to  justice.  The  Access  to  Justice  Act 
began  second  reading  in  the  Legislature  on  February  13,  2006.  If  passed,  the  Act 
would  provide  greater  openness,  transparency  and  accountability  and  bolster  public 
confidence  in  the  justice  system.  The  Access  to  Justice  Act  would  reform  the  justice  of 
the  peace  system  and  regulate  paralegals.  It  would  also  amend  the  Courts  of  Justice 
Act  and  the  Limitations  Act,  and  create  a  new  act  that  would  be  a  single  source  for  rules 
about  Ontario's  laws. 
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Court  access  for  at-risk  children  and  their  families  is  also  being  improved  with  an 
increase  to  the  complement  of  judges  that  hear  family  and  child  protection  cases.  The 
ministry  is  working  with  the  judiciary  and  our  justice  partners  to  move  child  protection 
cases  through  the  system  as  quickly  and  effectively  as  possible.  A  steady  increase  in 
child  protection  cases  has  led  to  the  need  for  more  family  judges.  Recent  initiatives, 
undertaken  to  address  potential  delays  in  child  protection  cases,  include: 

•  Education  sessions  for  parents'  counsel  through  the  Law  Society  of  Upper 
Canada 

•  A  brochure  for  families  involved  in  child  protection  cases 

•  Work  on  child  protection  mediation 

•  Greater  use  of  videoconferencing  in  the  North. 

The  ministry  has  also  been  working  with  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice 
on  a  joint  initiative  to  establish  pilot  court  and  community  liaison  committees  in  the  court 
locations  that  will  benefit  from  the  increase  in  the  complement  of  family  judges.  This  is 
already  helping  to  foster  cooperation  and  solutions  at  the  local  level. 

Vital  Public  Interest 

In  2006-07  the  ministry,  through  its  Legal  Services  Division,  will  continue  to  support  the 
role  of  the  Attorney  General  as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the  Crown  by  providing  the 
government  with  expert  legal  advice,  advocacy  and  representation  before  tribunals  and 
at  all  levels  of  court.  The  percentage  of  ministry  clients  satisfied  with  services  provided 
by  the  Legal  Services  Division  was  92%  in  2004-05  and  it  is  expected  to  be  maintained 
at  or  above  90%  in  2006-07. 

As  well,  the  Civil  Remedies  for  Illicit  Activities  (CRIA)  unit  will  continue  to  seek  to 
compensate  victims  and  protect  property  in  the  province  through  forfeitures  of  property 
and  damages  arising  from  unlawful  activities. 

The  ministry  also  provides  administrative  support  for  public  inquiries.  Currently  there 
are  three  ongoing  inquiries:  the  SARS  Commission,  the  Ipperwash  Inquiry  and  the 
Cornwall  Inquiry. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  maintain  public  accountability  for  the  administration  of  the 
Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Board,  and  the  Board  of  Negotiation.  A  key  performance  measure  related  to 
the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  (OMB)  is  the  percentage  of  decisions  issued  within  30  days 
of  the  end  of  a  hearing.  In  2004-05,  76%  of  OMB  decisions  were  issued  within  30  days 
of  the  end  of  a  hearing  and  it  is  expected  to  increase  to  80%  in  2006-07,  thereby 
continuing  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  this  key  government  function.

The  goal  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General,  together  with  its  justice  sector  partners, 
is  to  build  a  province  where  all  communities  are  safe  and  secure  -  supported  by 
accountable,  efficient,  effective  and  accessible  justice  and  public  safety  systems.  The 
ministry  has  five  major  program  areas:  prosecuting  crime,  and  preserving  public  order 
and  personal  safety;  providing  support  to  victims  of  crime  throughout  the  criminal  justice 
system;  providing  courts  and  related  justice  services  that  are  fair,  timely  and  accessible; 
providing  decision-making  and  justice  support  services  to  vulnerable  people;  and 
providing  legal  advice  and  services  to  government. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  responsible  for  managing  the  administration  and 
delivery  of  justice  services  to  all  communities  in  Ontario.  The  ministry  co-ordinates  the 
administration  of  criminal,  civil  and  family  court  services,  operating  a  network  of  more 
than  250  court  offices  and  providing  courtroom  and  judicial  support  services.  The 
ministry  prosecutes  matters  under  the  federal  Criminal  Code  of  Canada,  the  Youth 
Criminal  Justice  Act,  and  the  provincial  statues.  The  ministry  is  building  integrated  and 
enhanced  services  to  victims  of  crime  by  providing  a  range  of  victim  services  such  as 
the  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program.  Other  programs  provided  by  the  Ministry 
include  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee,  the  Children’s  Lawyer,  Bail  Verification  and 
Supervision  and  Supervised  Access.  In  addition,  the  ministry  provides  expert  legal 
services  to  government  ministries,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions,  including  advice 
to  the  government  on  constitutional  questions  and  civil  litigation  conducted  on  behalf  of 
the  Crown.  Agencies,  boards  and  commissions  that  are  overseen  by  the  ministry 
include  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime,  the 
Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission,  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Tribunal,  and  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board.  The  ministry  also  funds  Legal  Aid 
Ontario  and  administers  the  Special  Investigations  Unit.

•  performance  management; 

•  change  management; 

•  team  development; 

•  workplace  discrimination  and  harassment  policy; 

•  organization  design  and  job  classification; 

•  executive  services  and  lawyers’  services. 

The  branch  provides  Human  Resources  related  communications  services  and  has 
developed  and  maintains  an  Intranet  site  (WorkSmart)  for  the  division. 

The  Emergency  Management  Unit  (EMU)  of  the  Branch  coordinates  the  administration 
of  the  Ministry’s  responsibilities  under  the  Emergency  Management  Act  (the  Act).  The 
ministry  provides  critical  services  to  the  public  that  are  legislated,  constitutionally 
guaranteed  and  under  the  administration  of  an  independent  arm  of  government  (the 
judiciary)  and  the  Attorney  General,  who  has  a  dual  role  as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  Ontario, 
a  role  which  is  critical  in  times  of  emergency.  The  EMU  supports  a  Ministry  Action 
Group  that,  in  an  emergency,  would  work  to  ensure  that  the  Attorney  General  can 
oversee  the  administration  of  justice  and  provide  legal  advice  to  government  in 
emergency  situations  even  though  the  ministry  might  not  be  directly  affected. 

The  Emergency  Management  Unit  provides  the  coordination  for  the  ongoing 
development  of  advance  arrangements  and  procedures  that  will  assist  the  Ministry’s 
divisions,  branches,  units,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions  to  prepare  for,  mitigate 
against,  restore  and  operate  critical  services  during  an  emergency.  Key  responsibilities 
include: 

•  identifying  time-critical  business  activities,  dependencies  on  critical  infrastructure 
and  assets,  human  and  financial  resources,  and  service  providers; 

•  ensuring  the  required  staff,  equipment,  records  and  office  facilities  are  available 
before,  during  and  after  an  emergency; 

•  developing  local  business  continuity  plans  and  emergency  response  plans; 

•  training  key  staff  in  incident  management  systems; 

•  exercising  approved  Business  Continuity  Plans  and  Emergency  Response  Plans; 

•  managing  the  Emergency  Operations  Centre  on  a  twenty-four  hours/seven  days 
a  week  basis. 
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Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Office 

The  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Office  coordinates  the 
administration  of  the  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Act  (the  Act)  for 
the  Ministries  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  Community  Safety  and  Correctional 
Services.  Responsibilities  include:  developing  policies,  procedures  and  guidelines;  co¬ 
ordinating  and  responding  to  access  requests  from  the  public;  liaising  with  the 
Information  and  Privacy  Commission  on  appeals  and  mediation  processes;  investigating 
privacy  complaints;  preparing  statistical  reports;  delivering  training,  providing  advice  on 
access  and  privacy  issues  including  privacy  impact  assessments  and  ensuring 
adherence  to  privacy  provisions  and  other  legislative  requirements  of  the  Act. 

The  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Office  will  continue  to  focus  on 
improving  service  delivery  by: 

•  striving  to  maintain  ministry  compliance  rates  for  responding  to  Freedom  of 
Information  (FOI)  requests  made  under  the  Freedom  of  Information  and 
Protection  of  Privacy  Act; 

•  providing  freedom  of  information  and  privacy  awareness  through  training  and  the 
use  of  the  intranet; 

•  developing  standards  to  improve  customer  service  in  the  context  of  the 
government’s  overall  service  quality  initiatives; 

•  working  with  the  Information  and  Privacy  Commissioner’s  Office  in  order  to 
mediate  appeals  resulting  from  FOI  requests  where  possible. 

French  Language  Services 

The  Office  of  the  Co-ordinator  of  French  Language  Services  provides  strategic  advice  to 
senior  management  and  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  Ministry  of 
Community  Safety  and  Correctional  Services  and  their  related  Agencies,  Boards  and 
Commissions  (ABC’s)  on  the  delivery  of  service  in  French  within  their  respective  areas 
of  responsibility.  The  Office  also  assists  in  facilitating  solutions  and  responses  to 
service  delivery  issues  under  the  French  Language  Services  Act,  the  Courts  of  Justice 
Act  and  the  Criminal  Code.  The  Office  manages  the  translation  centre  for  the  justice 
sector,  manages  French  language  learning  and  development  opportunities  for  staff 
across  the  sector,  manages  linguistic  proficiency  evaluations  and  investigates 
complaints  received  from  the  public  relating  to  the  availability  of  services  in  French.  It 
also  manages  relations  with  francophone  stakeholder  groups  and  acts  as  a  liaison 
between  the  Ministries  and  the  francophone  community. 

The  Office  will  continue  to  focus  on  improving  service  delivery  by: 

•  developing  and  communicating  uniform  standards  and  policies  for  French 
language  service  delivery  in  the  Ontario  justice  system  within  agreed  time 
frames; 
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•  monitoring  compliance  within  the  justice  sector  ministries  and  related  ABC’s, 
including  designated  positions,  investigating  complaints  and  reporting  within 
required  time  frames; 

•  effectively  managing  translation  services  and  stakeholder  relations  and  providing 
advice  to  clients  on  internal  and  external  French  language  services  matters; 

•  effectively  managing  learning  and  development  programs  as  well  as  developing 
tools  and  strategies  to  assist  staff  in  enhancing  French  language  service  delivery 
capacity  within  the  justice  sector; 

•  developing  a  strategic  plan  for  French  language  services  across  the  justice 
sector  identifying  short,  medium  and  long  term  objectives  of  program  areas 
across  the  justice  sector. 

Facilities  Management 

The  Facilities  Management  Branch  provides  the  following  services  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Attorney  General  capital  and  accommodations’  portfolio: 

•  manages  the  planning  and  financial  controllership  of  court  construction  and 
facilities  renewal  projects  and  facilitates  the  implementation  of  these  projects; 

•  develops  accommodation  strategies  to  support  the  range  of  Results-based 
Planning  directions  for  the  ministry; 

•  manages  the  lease  administration  for  all  space  occupied,  both  government- 
owned  and  3rd  party  leased  facilities  (236  facilities);  and 

•  provides  service  management  of  the  Ontario  Realty  Corporation  in  its  role  as 
mandatory  real  estate  service  provider. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Branch  also  delivers  operational  services,  including  print 
services  at  720  Bay  Street. 

Quality  Service  Project 

The  Quality  Service  Project  serves  both  ministries  of  the  justice  cluster  through  the 
following  activities: 

•  supports  and  sustains  Quality  Service  planning  initiatives  and  ensures 
compliance  with  Common  Service  Standards; 

•  supports  the  justice  ministries’  participation  in  key  corporate  initiatives,  such  as: 
the  OPS  Ideas  Campaign;  the  Innovation  Fund;  submissions  to  the  Public  Sector 
Quality  Fair  and  other  awards  programs;  the  OPS  Spirit  Campaign  and  the 
Employee  Recognition  program; 

•  implements  a  number  of  initiatives  focussed  on  fostering  internal  communications 
and  has  developed  a  number  of  resources  to  assist  the  divisions  with  process 
documentation  and  improvement. 
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Knowledge  Management  Project 

The  Knowledge  Management  Project  serves  both  ministries  of  the  justice  cluster 
through  the  following  activities: 

•  provides  support  to  the  Justice  Sector  Knowledge  Management  Council  and  has 
developed  a  sector-wide  knowledge  management  strategy  to  support  business 
goals.  The  team  develops  an  annual  action  plan  to  implement  the  strategy  and 
ensures  alignment  with  other  corporate  initiatives; 

•  promotes  knowledge  management  awareness  across  the  justice  sector  and 
assists  divisions,  branches  and  units  in  developing  and  implementing  knowledge 
management  strategies,  tools  and  approaches  to  help  reduce  corporate  memory 
loss  and  improve  accessibility  to  existing  knowledge  and  information; 

•  develops  generic  tools  to  assist  the  justice  ministries  in  capturing,  storing  and 
sharing  knowledge  in  the  organization.  A  Knowledge  Transfer  Guide,  electronic 
file  management  tips,  and  a  number  of  other  knowledge  management  tools  have 
been  developed  and  are  accessible  on  the  Knowledge  Management  website,  In 
the  Know.

The  Policy  Division  is  responsible  for  providing  justice  and  corporate  policy  support 
services  on  a  wide  range  of  issues  in  the  fields  of  civil,  family,  human  rights, 
administrative  law  and  Aboriginal  Justice  issues.  The  division  manages  the  strategic 
policy  and  legislative  agenda  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  provides  legal  and  strategic 
advice  to  the  Attorney  General  in  his/her  role  as  both  a  Cabinet  Minister  and  the  Chief 
Law  Officer  of  the  Crown.  Working  independently  or  in  partnership  with  other  legal  and 
policy  professionals  within  the  ministry  and  across  government,  the  division  plays  a  key 
role  in  ministry  policy  initiatives  and  in  the  development,  drafting  and  coordination  of 
ministry  submissions  for  consideration  by  Cabinet  and  its  committees.  Part  of  this  role 
includes  serving  as  the  ministry's  main  liaison  with  Cabinet  Office.

Strategic  Investment  in  Existing  Facilities 

Medium-scale  capital  investments  in  existing  court  facilities  to  address  critical 
rehabilitation  or  expansion  requirements  resulting  from  diminishing  life  cycles  and 
mounting  program  pressures.  In  2006-07,  the  ministry  will  continue  projects  in  London, 
Cobourg,  Cornwall,  and  Sarnia. 

Repair  &  Rehabilitation 

This  program  encompasses  small-scale  capital  investments  to  repair  a  facility  to  extend 
it’s  useful  life,  to  accommodate  changing  program  requirements  or  critical  program 
needs,  to  improve  the  accessibility  of  a  courthouse  (i.e.  the  Ontario  Disability  Act),  to 
address  urgent  health  and  safety  or  increased  security  requirements,  and  to  provide 
programs  with  a  vehicle  to  optimize  their  current  leased  space.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit’s  (SIU)  statutory  mandate  is  to  investigate 
circumstances  of  serious  injuries  and  deaths  that  result  from  incidents  involving  a 
member  of  the  public  and  the  police. 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  is  the  only  provincial  body  with  this  authority.  The 
Director  of  the  SIU  must  decide  whether  or  not  to  lay  charges  after  a  comprehensive 
review  of  the  evidence  gathered  during  an  investigation. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  was  created  in  1990  with  the  proclamation  of  Section 
113  of  the  Police  Services  Act.  Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  SIU,  investigations  into  police 
occurrences  resulting  in  a  serious  injury  or  death  were  investigated  by  police.  Public 
concern  with  respect  to  police  accountability  led  to  the  creation  of  the  SIU  as  a  civilian 
based  investigatory  body  that  was  mandated  to  independently  investigate  such 
occurrences. 

When  any  person  suffers  a  serious  injury  or  death  arising  out  of  an  occurrence  involving 
a  police  officer,  the  police  services  involved  must  notify  the  SIU  of  the  occurrence.  On 
occasion,  members  of  the  public  or  the  media  inform  the  SIU  directly.  When  the  SIU 
receives  notice  of  an  occurrence,  the  Director  determines  if  the  incident  falls  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  SIU,  and/or  if  it  is  necessary  under  the  circumstances  for  SIU  staff  to 
investigate.  Once  investigators  have  completed  their  investigation,  they  submit  an 
investigative  brief  to  the  Director  of  the  SIU.  The  Director  renders  a  decision  regarding 
charges  and  reports  to  the  Attorney  General.  The  SIU  then  issues  a  news  release  on 
the  Director’s  decision. 

Once  the  SIU  has  been  engaged,  Section  113  (9)  of  the  Police  Services  Act  requires 
that  the  involved  police  service  shall  co-operate  fully  with  members  of  the  SIU  who  are 
conducting  the  investigation.  In  1998,  the  Honourable  George  Adams,  Q.C.  concluded 
a  process  of  consultation  with  interested  police  and  community  groups. He  then  made 
recommendations  to  the  Attorney  General  that  were  aimed  at  addressing  problems  of 
co-operation.  New  regulations  enacted  in  January  1999  were  intended  to  address  the 
contentious  issues,  the  operations  of  the  SIU  and  the  co-operation  required  of  police.  In 
2002,  Mr.  Adams  was  again  engaged  to  review  the  progress  that  had  been  made  in 
fulfilling  the  recommendations  contained  in  his  1998  report  and  to  provide  any  further 
guidance  that  may  be  appropriate  regarding  the  operation  of  the  SIU.  That  report  was 
released  in  March  2003. 

In  addition,  Patrick  LeSage,  former  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Ontario,  was 
appointed  to  lead  a  formal  review  to  improve  the  province's  police  complaints  system. 
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That  report  was  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  on  April  22,  2005.  On  April  19,  2006, 
the  government  introduced  the  Independent  Police  Review  Act,  2006.  This  bill,  if 
passed,  would  create  an  independent  civilian  body  to  administer  the  police  review 
system  in  Ontario. 

The  SIU  will  work  to  ensure  that  its  services  complement  the  current  and  any  new 
complaint  system. 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  has  identified  four  strategic  priorities  for  the  fiscal  year 
2006-2007: 

•  continue  with  those  accepted  improvements  made  as  a  result  of  the  Adams 
Review; 

•  maintain  and  build  upon  professional  excellence  in  investigations  and  forensic 
identification  while  responding  to  current  financial  and  resource  constraints; 

•  continue  to  improve  understanding  of  the  role  of  the  SIU  and  enhance  its 
credibility  among  stakeholders  -  the  community,  police  services,  the  Ontario 
Government  and  the  media; 

•  improve  internal  communications.

The  Criminal  Law  Division,  is  responsible  for  all  criminal  prosecutions  and  appeals  and 
provides  legal  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  and  Deputy  Attorney  General  in  all 
criminal  law  matters. 

FUNCTIONS 

Crown  Prosecution  Service 

•  prosecutes  all  offences  committed  under  the  Criminal  Code  of  Canada  and  the 
Youth  Criminal  Justice  Act,  and  some  of  the  offences  under  the  Provincial 
Offences  Act  (Part  3  only),  in  Ontario's  49  judicial  districts; 

•  represents  the  Crown  in  criminal  appeals  at  all  levels  of  Court,  including  the 
Superior  Court,  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  Ontario  and  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada,  as  well  as  to  provide  special  services  in  relation  to  applications  for 
wiretap  authorization,  extraditions  and  search  warrants; 

•  provides  specialized  legal  advice  in  a  number  of  areas  of  criminal  law  to  the 
Police,  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  Deputy  Attorney  General  in  the  criminal 
justice  system; 

•  contributes  to  Ontario  Review  Board  hearings  on  mentally  disordered  accused 
persons; 

•  develops  policy  recommendations  regarding  criminal  law  in  Canada  and 
provincial  quasi-criminal  law,  including  procedure  and  the  law  of  evidence; 

•  examines  and  establishes  policy  guidelines  for  the  conduct  of  prosecutions  within 
the  Province  of  Ontario; 

•  plans  and  promotes  cost-effective  and  timely  management  of  the  criminal  justice 
system  in  consultation  with  other  stakeholders  such  as  the  police,  the  defence 
bar,  members  of  the  judiciary,  and  Court  Services  staff.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

Aboriginal  Justice  Programs  are  administered  by  the  Aboriginal  Issues  Group,  a  small 
unit  in  the  Policy  Division.  The  primary  objectives  of  Aboriginal  Justice  Programs  are  to: 
increase  access  to  justice  for  Aboriginal  people;  reduce  the  over-representation  of 
Aboriginal  people  in  the  criminal  justice  system  and  the  resulting  high  costs;  and 
integrate  Aboriginal  concerns  and  cultures  within  the  justice  system. 

Aboriginal  Justice  Programs  include  two  transfer  payment  programs:  The  Ontario 
Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program  (formerly  The  Ontario  Native  Courtworker  Program);  and 
the  Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Program. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Ontario  Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program 

The  mandate  of  the  Ontario  Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program,  established  over  25  years 
ago,  is  to  facilitate  access  to  justice  by  assisting  Aboriginal  people  involved  in  the 
criminal  and  family  justice  system  to  understand  their  rights,  responsibilities  and  options 
under  the  law  and  to  obtain  fair,  just,  equitable  and  culturally  sensitive  treatment. 

The  Ontario  Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program  is  delivered  through  the  Ontario  Federation 
of  Indian  Friendship  Centres  (OFIFC)  and  is  cost-shared  with  the  federal  government. 
There  are  currently  42  courtwcrkers  serving  40  courts  across  Ontario. 

Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Program 

Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Programs  are  primarily  post-charge  alternative  justice 
programs  where  minor  offences  are  stayed,  adjourned  or  withdrawn  and  resolved  in  a 
community  process.  Some  programs  also  offer  expanded  pre-charge  and/or  community 
mediation-related  services.  The  community  process  provides  offenders  with  an 
opportunity  to  understand  and  redress  the  consequences  of  their  behaviour. 

Ontario  currently  funds  13  Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Programs,  of  which  9 
programs  are  cost-shared  with  the  federal  government  and  5  programs  are  cost-shared 
with  Legal  Aid  Ontario.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

As  provided  for  by  law,  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer  investigates,  advocates, 
protects  and  represents  the  personal  and  property  rights  and  obligations  of  children  in 
proceedings  before  the  courts  and  tribunals  of  Ontario. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  provides  legal  services  for  children  under  sections  89  and  1 12  of 
the  Courts  of  Justice  Act,  the  Rules  of  the  Courts,  section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family 
Services  Act  and  the  parens  patriae  (the  responsibility  to  act  on  behalf  of  those  people 
who  cannot  take  care  of  themselves)  jurisdiction  of  the  Attorney  General.  In  exceptional 
circumstances  the  Children’s  Lawyer  also  provides  legal  services  for  mentally  incapable 
adults. 

Custody/Access  Cases 

The  Office  has  established  criteria  for  accepting  cases  requiring  legal  representation 
and/or  a  clinical  investigation  report  of  The  Children’s  Lawyer  in  accordance  with 
sections  89  and  112  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act.  For  example,  a  child’s  counsel  is 
appointed  by  The  Children’s  Lawyer  only  in  those  disputes  where  representation  for  the 
child  will  contribute  meaningfully  to  the  resolution  of  the  matter  and/or  protect  the  child’s 
interest  in  the  proceedings.  Subject  to  regional  and  local  availability,  the  party  may  be 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  alternate  resources,  such  as  assessment  or  mediation. 

The  Office  becomes  involved  in  a  case  where  there  is  litigation  concerning  custody  of 
and/or  access  to  the  child  under  the  Divorce  Act  or  the  Children’s  Law  Reform  Act.  The 
nature  of  the  service  provided  depends  on  the  circumstances  governing  the  case  and 
the  availability  of  resources  within  the  community.  Strong  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
use  of  dispute  resolution  techniques. 

Child  Protection  Cases 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  acts  as  counsel  for  children  in  need  of  protection  under  court 
order  authorized  in  section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family  Services  Act.  The  Children’s 
Lawyer  has  no  discretion  in  this  regard,  so  that,  if  a  court  order  is  made  the  Children’s 
Lawyer  must  act.  The  Children’s  Lawyer  also  acts  as  counsel  for  children  before 
tribunals  (e.g.  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  and  Child  and  Family  Services 
Review  Board). 
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Property  Rights  Cases 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  acts  as  litigation  guardian  and  legal  representative  for  children, 
the  unborn  and  unascertained  who  are  parties  to  court  proceedings  in  estates,  trusts, 
insurance,  motor  vehicle  cases  and  other  civil  actions.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  (OPGT)  manages  the  financial  affairs  of 
mentally  incapable  people  who  do  not  have  anyone  willing  or  able  to  act  on  their  behalf. 
As  court-appointed  guardian,  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  makes  decisions  about 
personal  care  in  the  areas  of  shelter,  food,  clothing,  hygiene,  safety  and  health  care. 
The  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  is  also  responsible  for  the  Accountant  of  the  Ontario 
Superior  Court  of  Justice  as  the  depository  for  all  monies,  securities  and  mortgages 
pursuant  to  judgments,  orders  and  reports  of  the  Court. 

Total  assets  under  administration  were  $1,213  billion  (estimated)  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  March  31 , 2006  as  compared  to  $1 .175  billion  as  at  March  31 , 2005. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  OPGT  provides  trust  administration  through: 

Trust  Administration  Operations: 

•  manages  the  assets  and  financial  affairs  of  mentally  incapable  people  throughout 
Ontario. 

Estates  Administration  and  Corporations  Division: 

•  searches  for  heirs  and  if  necessary  administers  the  estates  of  deceased  persons 
in  Ontario  who  die  without  a  will;  and 

•  in  certain  cases,  deals  with  the  assets  of  involuntarily  dissolved  Ontario 
corporations  which  are  forfeited  to  the  Crown. 

Charitable  Property  Division: 

•  deals  with  issues  relating  to  the  management  of  charitable  property  within  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  monitors  wills  containing  charitable  bequests. 

Accountant  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Justice: 

•  monies  deposited  with  the  Accountant  are  received,  managed  and  disbursed 
pursuant  to  judgments,  orders  and  reports  of  the  Ontario  Superior  Court  of 
Justice  in  accordance  with  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  and  other  relevant  statutes. 


Other: 

•  holds  and  invests  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds. 
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The  OPGT  also  provides  non-trust  administration  responsibilities  such  as: 

•  acting  as  treatment  decision-maker  of  last  resort  for  people  who  are  not  capable 
of  making  their  own  treatment  decisions  and  do  not  have  anyone  else  to  make 
these  decisions  for  them; 

•  serving  as  litigation  guardian  of  last  resort  under  the  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure  for 
mentally  incapable  persons; 

•  screening  and  monitoring  private  applications  to  replace  the  OPGT  as  guardian; 

•  investigating  abuse  or  neglect  of  mentally  incapable  people; 

•  co-ordinating  the  provincial  capacity  assessment  system  through  provision  of 
information  to  the  public,  provision  of  training  and  advice  to  Assessors  and 
setting  of  standards  for  capacity  assessments.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  government  provides  transfer  payment  funding  to  52  Supervised  Access  centres 
and  satellites  throughout  the  province.  The  main  objective  of  these  centres  is  to  provide 
a  safe,  neutral  and  child-focused  setting  for  visits  and  exchanges  between  a  child  and  a 
non-custodial  parent  or  other  person,  such  as  a  grandparent,  in  cases  where  there  are 
concerns  about  the  safety  of  the  child  and/or  custodial  parent. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  provides  integrity  to  orders  of  the  court  by  allowing  an  access  order  to  be 
implemented  through  supervised  access  visits,  particularly  in  cases  where 
enforcement  and  safety  are  an  issue; 

•  provides  a  safe,  neutral  and  supervised  setting  for  access  visits  and  exchanges 
between  children  and  their  non-custodial  parent  using  trained  staff  and 
volunteers; 

•  facilitates  access  visits  that  might  not  otherwise  occur  thus  allowing  children  to 
maintain  a  relationship  with  the  non-custodial  parent; 

•  provides  an  effective  and  creative  way  of  dealing  with  acrimonious  access 
disputes  outside  the  court  system; 

•  provides  the  court  and/or  lawyers  with  factual  reports  regarding  the  participants’ 
use  of  the  service.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Bail  Verification  and  Supervision  program  provides  transfer  payment  funding  to  ten 
locations  serving  people  accused  of  criminal  offences  who,  were  it  not  for  the  program, 
may  not  qualify  for  bail  because  they  do  not  have  sufficient  financial  resources  or  social 
ties  to  qualify  for  release.  Bail  Programs  are  located  in  Barrie,  Brampton,  Kitchener, 
Hamilton,  St.  Catharines,  Toronto,  London,  Ottawa,  Orangeville  and  Oshawa. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  program  has  two  main  functions: 

•  verification:  information  is  collected  from  the  accused  person  and  then  verified  to 
help  the  court  in  the  bail  and  bail  supervision  decision  making  process; 

•  supervision/referral:  supervision  under  the  Bail  Program  is  ordered  by  the  court. 
The  program  monitors  the  accused  person  for  compliance  with  the  bail  order  and 
the  return  to  court  on  the  scheduled  trial  date.  Often,  referrals  are  made  to 
community  programs  for  counselling  and  other  services.

The  Victims  of  Abuse  in  Provincial  Institutions  Program  was  responsible  for  the 
implementation  of  settlement  agreements  for  St.  John’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and  Grandview 
Training  Schools.  The  agreements  set  out  a  process  for  determining  eligibility  for 
programs  and  benefits  for  former  wards  of  St.  John’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and  Grandview 
Training  Schools.  The  major  programs  and  benefits  available  to  eligible  claimants 
include  financial  compensation,  counselling,  educational  and  vocational  opportunities, 
and  a  contingency/opportunity  fund  to  support  a  range  of  other  needs. 

Financial  compensation  and  counselling,  under  these  settlement  agreements,  has 
already  been  paid  to  all  eligible  claimants. 

The  service  contract  with  the  Family  Service  Centre  Ottawa-Carlton  to  administer  the 
St.  John’s/St.  Joseph’s  agreement,  ended  March  31, 2000. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  Educational/vocational  training  is  the  only  remaining  obligation  of  the  government 
under  the  terms  of  the  Grandview  Agreement. 

•  The  responsibilities  for  administering  the  program  are  included  in  the  Program 
Support  Unit  of  the  Family  Justice  Services  Division.

Ontario’s  authority  for  providing  these  services  is  the  Legal  Aid  Services  Act,  1998. 

FUNCTIONS 

Legal  Aid  Ontario’s  2006-07  Business  Plan  emphasizes  sustainability  of  their  core 
business  -  providing  quality,  client  focused  legal  aid  services,  developing  effective 
relationships  with  stakeholders  and  delivering  services  in  an  innovative,  efficient  and 
accountable  manner. 

This  past  year,  Legal  Aid  Ontario  (LAO)  successfully  implemented  their  Total  Service 
Network  (TSN)  system  allowing  real-time  information  sharing  with  area  offices  and 
service  to  LAO’s  clients  and  service  providers.  They  also  launched  Legal  Aid  Online, 
their  on-line  billing  system  for  lawyers  doing  legal  aid  work,  which  has  reduced  billing 
backlogs  and  the  time  it  takes  to  pay  lawyers  accounts. 

In  2005,  LAO  introduced  new  service  initiatives,  including: 

•  Homeless  Access  and  Referral  Partnership  (HARP)  project  run  through  five 
homeless  shelters  in  Toronto;

This  program  supports  the  role  of  the  Attorney  General  as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the 
Crown  by  providing  the  government  with  expert  legal  advice,  advocacy  and 
representation  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels  of  court.  Timely  and  high  quality  legal 
advice  and  services  are  critical  to  the  government’s  ability  to  develop  and  deliver  on  its 
core  businesses,  policies,  programs  and  services. 

This  program  includes  the  Office  of  Legislative  Counsel  responsible  for  drafting  all 
provincial  bills  and  regulations  in  English  and  French,  and  providing  legal  advice  on 
legislative  matters  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  Cabinet.  It  also  consolidates  statues 
and  regulations.  The  program  also  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  agencies,  boards 
and  commissions  within  the  ministry  including  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the 
Ontario  Municipal  Board,  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Human  Rights 
Tribunal  of  Ontario.

ASSESSMENT  REVIEW  BOARD 
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SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Assessment  Review  Board  (ARB)  is  an  independent  adjudicative  tribunal.  The 
main  function  of  ARB  is  to  provide  persons  in  Ontario  (including  property  owners, 
corporations,  legal  representatives  of  a  person,  municipalities  and  school  boards)  with 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  if  they  believe  there  is  an  error  in  their  assessed  property 
value,  classification  or  school  support  designation.  ARB’s  role  is  to  ensure  that 
properties  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Assessment  Act.  The 
ARB  draws  its  jurisdiction  from  the  Assessment  Act  and  the  Municipal  Act.  The  ARB  is 
the  sole  tribunal  for  all  assessment  appeals. 

In  March  2006,  provincial  legislation  was  passed  extending  the  deadline  for  filing  an 
annual  assessment  complaint  for  the  2006  tax  year  until  June  30,  2006. 

SUB-ITEM  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  As  of  February  16,  2006,  the  ARB  had  a  caseload  of  63,500  property 

assessment  complaints  (appeals)  and  8,300  municipal  tax  appeals.  For  the  2006 
taxation  year  the  ARB  has  projected  an  additional  65,000  complaints. 
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SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Board  (OMB)  is  an  independent,  adjudicative  tribunal.  Its 
principal  responsibility  is  to  resolve  disputes  from  decisions  made  by  Ontario 
municipalities  and  other  decision-makers  and  to  provide  a  decision,  typically  through 
mediations  or  hearings.  Most  applications  and  appeals  to  the  Board  involve  disputes 
over  land  use  planning,  but  a  significant  number  also  deal  with  land  compensation, 
development  charges,  ward  boundaries  and  aggregate  resources.  The  Board  is 
affected  by  approximately  70  public  statutes  and  more  than  80  private  statutes, 
including  the  Planning  Act,  the  Expropriation  Act,  the  Development  Charges  Act  and  the 
Local  Improvement  Act. 

The  Board  of  Negotiation  (BON)  acts  as  a  mediator  in  negotiating  a  settlement  when 
real  property  is  expropriated  and  no  agreement  is  reached  on  compensation.  The 
property  owner  or  the  expropriating  authority  can  request  the  services  of  the  Board. 

SUB-ITEM  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  The  OMB  has  a  caseload  of  approximately  1 ,600  cases  covering  official  plans, 
zoning  by-laws,  plans  of  subdivision,  consents  to  sever  land,  minor  variances, 
development  charges,  aggregate  licences  and  compensation  for  lands 
expropriated  under  the  Expropriations  Act. 

•  The  complexity  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board’s  planning  and  development 
charge  caseload  has  increased  over  the  last  few  years.  Municipal 
amalgamations  continue  to  introduce  added  workload  for  the  OMB,  as 
amalgamated,  municipalities  are  developing  new  Official  Plans  and  zoning  by¬ 
laws.  The  Official  Plan  for  the  City  of  Toronto  is  currently  before  the  Board. 
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SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

•  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code  (the  “Code”)  and  the  Ontario  Human  Rights 
Commission  (the  “Commission”)  serve  a  vital  public  interest.  The  Commission  is 
an  arm’s  length  agency  of  the  government,  accountable  to  the  Legislature  of 
Ontario  through  the  Attorney  General.  The  Commission’s  principal  functions  are 
set  out  in  the  Code  and  include  the  promotion  and  advancement  of  human  rights 
and  the  investigation,  mediation,  settlement  and  litigation  of  complaints.  The 
Code  has  primacy  over  all  other  legislation  in  Ontario.  The  Commission’s 
functions  and  powers  in  this  regard  are  consistent  with  the  principles  relating  to 
the  status  and  functioning  of  national  institutions  for  protection  and  promotion  of 
human  rights  (the  'Paris  Principles'),  adopted  by  the  United  Nations  and  Canada 
(General  Assembly  Resolution  48/134). 

SUB-ITEM  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  Under  the  Code,  the  Commission  has  a  mandate  to  enforce,  promote  and 
advance  human  rights.  The  Commission  receives  approximately  2,200  to  2,400 
individual  complaints  of  discrimination  annually,  settles  over  50%  through 
mediation  and  refers  approximately  12%  of  its  cases  to  the  Human  Rights 
Tribunal  of  Ontario.  The  Commission  counsel  conducts  the  litigation  as  the  party 
that  has  carriage  of  the  complaint,  and  intervenes/appeals  or  is  subject  to 
Judicial  Review  (JR)  in  approximately  24  cases  annually.  The  Commission  has 
recently  intervened  in  major  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  cases  affecting  significant 
expansion  of  human  rights  protection. 

•  As  part  of  its  public  education  mandate,  the  Commissioners  and  senior  staff 
make  approximately  80  presentations  to  the  public  annually  on  the  Code.  Clients 
for  this  activity  range  from  smaller  Non-Governmental  Organizations  (NGOs)  to 
larger  law  firms  and  professional  human  resource  associations.  The 
Commission  also  engages  in  broader  social  marketing  activities  related  to  human 
rights.  Given  its  iimited  funding  for  these  activities,  the  Commission  has  adopted 
the  practice  of  partnering  with  other  organizations.  Partnership  activities  have 
included  public  seminars,  publications  such  as  “Human  Rights  at  Work”,  and 
transit  ad/poster  campaigns. 

•  The  Commission  undertakes  policy  work  to  interpret  the  Code,  incorporating 
current  case  law  and  international  human  rights  covenants.  There  are  sixteen 
grounds  and  five  social  areas  within  the  Code,  and  as  such,  this  work  is 
continuous.  The  Commission  is  considered  a  leader  within  Canada  and 
internationally  for  its  work  in  human  rights  policy  development. 
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•  Over  the  last  3  years,  the  Commission  has  experienced  an  increase  in  new 
complaint  volumes  of  400  or  22%  annually.  This  increase  is  spread  across 
several  major  grounds  of  the  Code  and  may  be  the  result  of  several  factors:  a 
broader  definition  of  disability  following  the  Meiorin  and  Mercier  decisions  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada;  growing  public  debate  on  racial  profiling;  increasing 
public  confidence  in  more  efficient  complaint  processing  at  the  Commission;  and, 
increasing  the  use  of  the  Commission  by  complainant  groups  in  bringing  forward 
“class  action”  type  complaints.  As  such,  this  increase  is  expected  to  persist. 


A 
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SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

•  The  Tribunal  is  an  independent,  quasi-judicial  body  that  hears  and  decides 
complaints  under  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code.  It  also  mediates  cases  before 
the  Tribunal  on  consent  of  all  the  parties.  It  has  jurisdiction  to  determine  all 
questions  of  fact  or  law  that  come  before  it,  and  its  decisions  may  be  appealed  to 
the  Divisional  Court  (s.  42(1)).  Once  a  matter  is  referred  to  the  Tribunal,  a 
hearing  must  be  commenced  within  30  days  (s.  39(1)).  This  is  not  the  hearing  on 
the  merits  but  simply  the  beginning  of  the  hearing  process  by  way  of  the  Initial 
Conference  Call  with  the  parties  and  the  Chair  or  a  Vice-Chair.  The  Tribunal  is 
empowered  to  make  rules  for  the  conduct  and  management  of  its  affairs  and  for 
the  practice  and  procedure  before  it  (s.  35(5)).  The  Tribunal  has  made  and 
published  its  Rules  of  Practice,  July  2004  pursuant  to  this  authority. 

•  The  purpose  of  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code ,  R.S.O.  1990,  c.H.19  as 
amended  (“Code”)  is  to  recognize  the  dignity  and  worth  of  every  person  and  to 
provide  for  equal  rights  and  opportunities  without  discrimination  on  the 
enumerated  grounds  set  out  therein.  The  Code  has  primacy  over  any  other 
statute  of  Ontario  (s.  47(2))  and  is  treated  by  the  courts  as  being  quasi¬ 
constitutional  in  nature.  The  Code  establishes  two  independent  and  separate 
agencies:  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  (“Commission”)  and  the 
Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario  (“Tribunal”). 

SUB-ITEM  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  It  is  always  difficult  to  predict  the  caseload  of  the  T ribunal  for  the  upcoming  fiscal 
year  as  the  number  of  new  cases  (called  “complaints”)  referred  to  the  Tribunal  is 
wholly  determined  by  the  Commission. 

•  The  Tribunal  experienced  a  significant  caseload  increase  in  the  2003-04  fiscal 
year  over  previous  years  (199  complaints).  This  caseload  represented  a  300% 
increase  over  2002-2003.  That  trend  continued  in  2004-05  with  209  cases.  In 
2005-06  the  Tribunal  received  162  new  complaints. 

•  It  appears  that  the  increase  in  caseload  over  the  past  three  years  is  not 
anomalous  but  rather  represents  a  trend  in  longer-term  caseload  pressure. 
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SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  has  the  authority  to  call  an  inquiry  into  any  matter 
connected  with  or  affecting  the  good  government  of  Ontario,  or  the  administration  of 
justice,  or  the  conduct  of  public  business,  or  any  other  matter  that  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council  declares  to  be  of  public  concern,  as  long  as  the  inquiry  is  not 
regulated  by  any  special  law. 

In  2003-04,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  called  both  an  investigation  into  the 
introduction  and  spread  of  SARS  and  an  inquiry  into  the  events  surrounding  the  death 
of  Dudley  George.  In  2005-06,  an  inquiry  was  also  called  to  inquire  into  and  report  on 
the  institutional  response  of  the  justice  system  and  other  public  institutions  in  relation  to 
allegations  of  historical  abuse  of  young  people  in  the  Cornwall  area. 

The  Commission  to  Investigate  the  Introduction  and  Spread  of  SARS  in  Ontario  was 
established  on  June  10,  2003  when  the  Honourable  Archie  G.  Campbell  was  appointed 
by  Order  in  Council  (1230/2003)  pursuant  to  section  78  of  the  Health  Protection  and 
Promotion  Act. 

The  Ipperwash  Inquiry  was  established  on  November  12,  2003,  with  the  appointment  of 
the  Honourable  Sidney  B.  Linden  as  Commissioner  by  Order  in  Council  (1662/2003), 
pursuant  to  the  Public  Inquiries  Act. 

The  Cornwall  Inquiry  was  established  on  April  14,  2005,  with  the  appointment  of  the 
Honourable  G.  Normand  Glaude  as  Commissioner  by  Order  in  Council  (558/2005), 
pursuant  to  the  Public  Inquiries  Act. 
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SUB-ITEM  STATISTICAL  DATA 

•  In  April  2004,  the  SARS  Commission’s  first  interim  report  was  released  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Long-Term  Care.  On  April  5,  2005,  the  Commissioner 
delivered  his  second  interim  report  to  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Long-Term  Care, 
and  the  report  was  subsequently  released  to  the  public. 

•  To  date,  the  SARS  Commission  has  held  private  consultations  with  over  400 
individuals  and  is  entering  its  final  stages  as  the  Commission  prepares  its  final 
report. 

•  The  Ipperwash  Inquiry  began  holding  evidentiary  hearings  in  July  2004  and  has 
now  heard  testimony  from  over  100  witnesses.  The  hearings  are  expected  to 
wrap  up  in  the  spring  of  2006. 

•  In  addition  to  holding  evidentiary  hearings,  the  Ipperwash  Inquiry  also  has  a 
mandate  to  make  recommendations  directed  to  the  avoidance  of  violence  in 
similar  situations.  As  part  of  this  process,  the  Inquiry  has  developed  a  research 
and  consultation  plan,  which  outlines  the  research  topics  that  the  Inquiry  is 
undertaking.  In  accordance  with  this  plan,  the  Inquiry  has  commissioned  24 
research  projects  or  papers,  of  which  23  drafts  or  final  papers  have  already  been 
completed  and  received  by  the  Inquiry.  To  date,  there  have  also  been  12  public 
consultations,  meetings  or  symposia  and  a  number  of  smaller  consultations  that 
the  Inquiry  has  organized  or  participated  in. 

•  The  Inquiry  has  also  sought  participation  from  parties  with  standing  and  has 
recommended  funding  for  projects  to  support  the  Inquiry’s  mandate.  To  date,  the 
Inquiry  has  recommended,  and  the  Ministry  has  approved,  funding  for  eight 
parties,  enabling  them  to  prepare  research  papers  and/or  conduct  community 
consultations  on  relevant  issues.  There  have  also  been  a  number  of 
submissions  from  parties  who  have  not  requested  funding. 

•  The  Commissioner  of  the  Cornwall  Inquiry  made  his  ruling  on  standing  and 
funding  in  November  2005.  The  evidentiary  hearings  began  on  February  13, 
2006  and  are  expected  to  continue  throughout  2006-07.

LSD  ensures  that  the  civil  legal  services  provided  meet  the  highest  standards  of  quality, 
integrity  and  professionalism. 

The  Division,  through  Seconded  Legal  Services  Branches  located  within  ministries 
across  the  Ontario  Public  Service  (OPS)  and  some  agencies,  boards  and  commissions 
and  through  centralized  offices  specializing  in  constitutional  and  civil  law: 

•  represents  ministries  and  agencies  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels  of  court; 

•  assists  ministries,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions  to  fulfill  their  legal 
responsibilities  and  obligations  and  coordinate  responses  as  required; 

•  provides  strategic  and  pro-active  legal  advice  to  ministries; 

•  develops  and  implements  civil  tools  and  techniques  to  fight  unlawful  activities; 

•  assists  ministries  to  achieve  their  business  and  policy  objectives. 


FUNCTIONS

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

Court  Services  Division  (CSD)  is  responsible  for  administration  of  the  courts.  The 
Division’s  mission  is  to  provide  a  modern  and  professional  court  service  that  supports 
accessible,  fair,  timely  and  effective  justice  services.  The  Division  is  responsible  for: 

•  assisting  the  public  in  the  court  process  by  providing  information  and  filing 
services  at  court  counters; 

•  maintaining  court  records; 

•  providing  courtroom  support  for  the  judiciary; 

•  managing  juries; 

•  delivering  civil  and  family  mediation  programs; 

•  enforcing  court  orders; 

•  managing  the  appointment  of  Judges,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Masters,  Case 
Management  Masters,  Deputy  Judges  of  the  Small  Claims  Court,  Registrars  and 
Deputy  Registrars  of  Bankruptcy,  Notaries  Public,  Commissioners  for  Taking 
Affidavits,  and  members  of  Administrative  Tribunals,  Government  Advisory 
Boards,  Justices  of  the  Peace  Review  Council,  Ontario  Judicial  Council,  Judicial 
Appointments  Advisory  Committee,  Deputy  Judges  Council,  Criminal,  Civil  and 
Family  Rules  Committees; 

•  developing  and  implementing  Results-based  Plans  and  financial  plans  for  the 
Division; 

•  developing  operational  and  legislative  policy  initiatives  to  improve  the  delivery  of 
court  services; 

•  providing  court  facilities  for  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice  and  the  Superior  Court  of 
Justice. 

The  Assistant  Deputy  Attorney  General  (ADAG)  of  the  Court  Services  Division  has 
overall  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  Ontario  Courts.  The  ADAG  reports  to  the 
Deputy  Attorney  General,  who  in  turn  reports  to  the  Attorney  General. 

The  Court  Services  Division  shares  responsibility  for  management  of  the  court  system 
with  the  judiciary.  The  judiciary  are  exclusively  responsible  for  the  scheduling  of  cases 
and  for  the  conduct  of  proceedings  within  their  courtrooms. 

Operation  of  the  courts  is  a  high  volume  business: 

•  court  offices  operate  in  over  190  locations  across  the  province; 

•  more  than  3500  court  staff  are  employed  in  the  delivery  of  court  services; 

•  annually,  Ontario  courts  processed  over  150,000  civil  matters,  approximately 
100,000  family  matters  and  over  200,000  criminal  matters. 
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Court  Services  Division  Head  Office 

The  Division’s  Head  Office  is  located  at  720  Bay  Street  in  Toronto.  The  Division  has 
four  corporate  branches  at  Head  Office: 

•  The  Corporate  Planning  Branch 

•  The  Criminal  Policy  and  Programs  Branch 

•  The  Civil/Family  Policy  and  Programs  Branch 

•  The  Business  Solutions  Branch 

The  Corporate  Planning  Branch  is  responsible  for  all  aspects  of  the  Division’s 
Results-based  Plan.  In  this  capacity,  the  branch: 

•  manages  financial  and  human  resources; 

•  coordinates  the  Division’s  facility  plans; 

•  collects  and  reports  court  statistics; 

•  develops  Divisional  strategic  plans  and  performance  measures; 

•  coordinates  Divisional  issues  and  public  communications; 

•  undertakes  policy  projects  in  high  priority  policy  areas  that  cross  business  lines 
(e.g.  court  reporting,  enforcement  services); 

•  oversees  operational  and  financial  reporting  requirements  and  ICON  support 
relating  to  the  Provincial  Offences  Act  courts  administered  by  municipalities. 

The  Criminal  Policy  and  Programs  Branch 

•  provides  policy  and  program  support  to  Court  Services  Division,  including 
criminal  court  staff; 

•  provides  advice  to  senior  members  of  the  Ministry  and  Division; 

•  supports  the  appointment  of  Judges,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Notaries  Public  and 
Commissioners  for  taking  affidavits;

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Court  Construction  program  includes  the  planning,  design  and  construction  of  new 
courthouses  and  large-scale  renovation  of  existing  court  facilities.  Ontario’s  court 
construction  program  supports  a  justice  system  that  is  modern,  secure  and  accessible. 

The  Facilities  Management  Branch,  Corporate  Services  Management  Division,  is 
responsible  for  the  planning,  financial  controllership,  and  implementation  of  the  Court 
Construction  program. 

The  ministry  works  closely  with  the  Ministry  of  Public  Infrastructure  Renewal  (MPIR)  to 
obtain  multi-year  funding  to  address  its  infrastructure  needs.  This  includes  identifying 
areas  in  the  Province  in  most  need  of  court  infrastructure  investment  and  exploring 
innovative  methods  and  approaches  for  financing  these  projects.  To  date,  court 
consolidation  projects  have  been  completed  in  Brampton,  Chatham,  Cornwall,  Hamilton, 
Owen  Sound,  Toronto  (Civil/Family),  Welland,  Windsor,  and  Brockville. 

Initiatives  funded  from  the  Courts  Construction  program  for  2006-07  include: 

•  continued  implementation  of  the  Pembroke  Consolidated  Courthouse  project; 

•  courthouse  Consolidation  &  Replacement  projects  in  Durham  and  Waterloo 
regions; 

•  planning  for  Courthouse  Consolidation  &  Replacement  projects  in  Quinte  region, 
St.  Thomas,  and  Thunder  Bay. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  steadily  move  forward  on  all  of  these  projects.

The  Ontario  Victims  Services  Secretariat  (OVSS)  provides  direct  support,  information 
and  referrals  to  victims  and  witnesses  of  crime  involved  in  the  criminal  court  process.  In 
addition,  it  funds  community-based  transfer  payment  agencies  to  deliver  a  broad  range 
of  services  including:  crisis  assistance  and  referral  services,  sexual  assault  services, 
child  witness  programs,  behavioural  programs  that  counsel  men  who  have  assaulted 
their  partners,  and  safety  planning  for  persons  at  risk  of  violence. 

Within  the  justice  sector  and  throughout  the  OPS,  the  Secretariat  provides  leadership  in 
policy  development,  program  design  and  service  delivery  for  all  victims  of  crime.  The 
Secretariat  works  with  other  divisions  within  MAG,  other  ministries  and  community 
organizations  to  ensure  victim  services  are  effective  and  coordinated  and  meet  the 
diverse  needs  of  victims  in  Ontario. 

The  Secretariat  has  responsibility  for  the  ministry's  relationship  with  the  Criminal  Injuries 
Compensation  Board  and  the  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime,  and  oversees  the  Victims’ 
Justice  Fund.

Within  the  justice  sector  and  throughout  the  OPS,  the  Secretariat  provides  leadership  in 
policy  development,  program  design  and  service  delivery  for  all  victims  of  crime.  The 
Secretariat  works  with  other  divisions  within  MAG,  other  ministries  and  community 
organizations  to  ensure  victim  services  are  effective  and  coordinated  and  meet  the 
diverse  needs  of  victims  in  Ontario. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  coordinates  policy  issues  related  to  victims  and  provides  leadership  in  the 
development  of  cross  ministry  initiatives; 

•  develops  policy  and  operational  initiatives  to  improve  delivery  of  victim  services; 

•  improves  accessibility  to  coordinated  victim  services  across  the  province; 

•  provides  funding  to  community  agencies  to  deliver  services  to  victims,  and 
support  to  ensure  transfer  payment  accountability; 

•  provides  a  province-wide,  automated  victim  notification  system,  through  the 
Victim  Support  Line; 

•  provides  Victims’  Justice  Fund  (VJF)  revenue  monitoring,  forecasting  and 
reporting; 

•  provides  training  and  education  to  justice  personnel,  community  service 
providers,  and  victims; 

•  provides  divisional  controllership,  administrative  and  resource  management 
support  services  to  the  Secretariat. 
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Office  for  Victims  of  Crime 

The  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime  (OVC)  is  an  advisory  agency  established  under  the 
Victims’  Bill  of  Rights,  1995  (VBR)  to  provide  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  on: 

•  ways  to  ensure  that  the  principles  set  out  in  the  VBR  are  respected; 

•  the  development,  implementation  and  maintenance  of  provincial  standards  for 
services  for  victims  of  crime; 

•  the  use  of  the  Victims’  Justice  Fund  (VJF)  to  provide  and  improve  services  for 
victims  of  crime; 

•  research  and  education  on  the  treatment  of  victims  of  crime  and  ways  to  prevent 
further  victimization; 

•  matters  of  legislation  and  policy  on  the  treatment  of  victims  of  crime  and  on  the 
prevention  of  further  victimization. 

In  addition,  the  Attorney  General  may  “from  time  to  time  assign  such  duties  to  the  Office 
as  he  or  she  considers  appropriate”,  as  stipulated  in  section  5.1(5)  of  the  VBR. 

In  the  spring  of  2005,  the  OVC’s  structure  and  membership  was  enhanced  in  order  to, 
among  other  things,  strengthen  its  advisory  capacity  to  address  an  increasingly  complex 
array  of  victims'  issues.  The  OVC  consists  of  a  part-time  Chair  and  8  part-time 
members,  each  bringing  a  wealth  of  knowledge  in  the  areas  of  victimology,  advocacy, 
criminal  justice  reform  and  victim  expertise.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Ontario  Victim  Services  Secretariat  provides  court-based  support  services  through 
the  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program  (V/WAP).  The  program  provides  information, 
assistance,  crisis  intervention,  community  referrals  and  support  to  victims  and  witnesses 
of  crime  throughout  the  criminal  court  process.  The  program  also  coordinates 
information  flow  between  victims  and  Crown  Attorneys/police  to  ensure  that  victims’ 
rights  or  needs  are  addressed  in  criminal  court  proceedings. 

FUNCTIONS 

Currently,  the  program  provides  services  to  53  of  the  54  court  jurisdictions  across 
Ontario.  The  Victim  Witness  Assistance  Program  provides  victims  and  witnesses  with 
information  regarding  the  court  process,  safety  planning,  orientation  of  court  process 
and  related  matters  and,  on  a  limited  basis  only,  court  accompaniment  for  the  most 
vulnerable  and  highly  traumatized  victims.  Crown  Attorneys  rely  on  Victim  Witness 
office/staff  to  perform  the  following  functions  that  are  integral  to  the  criminal  court 
process:  obtain  victims’  input  for  bail  and  sentencing,  assess  victims’  specialized 
testimonial  needs/supports,  conduct  court  preparations,  provide  victims  with  case  status 
updates,  and  provide  information  about/assistance  with  Victim  Impact  Statements.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board  (CICB)  is  a  quasi-judicial  administrative 
tribunal  created  under  the  Compensation  for  Victims  of  Crime  Act.  In  addition  to  the 
Chair,  there  is  one  full-time  Vice-Chair,  one  part-time  Vice-Chair  and  14  part-time  board 
members.  Board  members  come  from  a  variety  of  backgrounds  and  have  experience  in 
the  areas  of  law,  police  services,  victims’  issues,  counselling  and  adjudication.  The 
CICB  awards  compensation  to  victims  of  crimes  of  violence  and/or  their  dependants, 
where  the  crime  occurred  in  Ontario.  The  CICB  works  closely  with  police  services  to 
obtain  information  in  relation  to  the  criminal  incidents  reported  by  victims. 

The  CICB  determines  whether  an  individual  victim  of  a  crime  of  violence  is  eligible  for 
compensation  at  an  oral  or  written  hearing.  The  amount  of  an  award  is  assessed  based 
on  the  information  supplied  by  victims,  in  accordance  with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
injuries  sustained.  Compensation  may  be  awarded  for  pain  and  suffering,  expenses 
reasonably  incurred  as  a  result  of  an  injury  or  death,  and  other  reasonable  expenses 
related  to  the  crime  of  violence. 

The  CICB's  offices  are  in  Toronto,  but  hearings  are  held  on  a  regular  basis  at  19 
locations  throughout  the  province.  In  certain  cases  an  electronic  hearing  may  be  held, 
with  the  alleged  offender  at  a  remote  location. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  reviews  eligibility  and  accepts  applications  from  persons  injured  in  Ontario  due  to 
a  crime  of  violence; 

•  collects  documentation  to  support  the  claim  and  provides  guidance  and 
assistance  to  applicants  and  victims  in  preparing  claims; 

•  adjudicates  claims  and  prepares  decisions;

2005-06  Published  Results-based  Plan 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General,  through  its  Results-based  Plan,  is  committed  to 
meeting  the  government’s  priorities  of  “Stronger,  Safer  Communities"  and  “Vital  Public 
Interest”. 

The  ministry  employs  approximately  7,500  staff  engaged  in  providing  services  in 
criminal,  civil  and  family  courts,  the  prosecution  of  crime,  services  to  victims,  support  of 
vulnerable  people  and  legal  services  to  government. 

Stronger,  Safer  Communities 

Respecting  the  priority  of  Stronger,  Safer  Communities,  the  government  has  established 
the  following  results: 

•  Make  Ontarians  safer  in  their  communities 

•  Enable  young  offenders  to  become  contributing  members  of  society 

•  Make  Ontario  a  safer  place  for  victims  of  domestic  violence 

•  Better  Protect  Ontario’s  children. 


To  support  the  achievement  of  these  results,  the  ministry  has  established  four 
strategies,  which  encompass  the  ministry’s  activities. 

Improve  the  Efficiency  and  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

The  ministry  protects  community  and  personal  safety  through  the  effective  prosecution 
of  offences  in  ai!  criminal  matters  and  criminal  appeals  before  all  levels  of  courts  in  the 
province.  More  than  800  Crown  attorneys  prosecute  approximately  500,000  charges 
per  year. 

The  ministry  takes  caseload  issues  very  seriously.  The  causes  of  backlog  and  delay 
are  complex  and  inter-related.  Managing  the  growing  caseload  requires  a  multi-faceted, 
coordinated  approach  and  the  cooperation  of  all  partners  in  the  justice  system,  who 
include  Crowns,  police,  the  judiciary  and  the  private  bar.  The  ministry  is  working  to 
improve  the  effective  and  efficient  functioning  of  the  criminal  justice  system. 
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Also,  the  ministry  will  complete  plans  to  expand  the  domestic  violence  Bail  Safety  Pilots 
which  contribute  to  a  victim’s  safety  by  identifying  higher  risk  cases  at  the  bail  stage  of  a 
prosecution  and  informing  the  judicial  decision  to  release  or  detain  an  accused  person. 
In  November  2005,  the  expansion  of  the  Bail  Safety  Pilot  Project  to  six  new  sites  in 
Chatham,  Durham,  Kingston/Napanee,  London,  Thunder  Bay  and  Timmins  will  be 
announced. 

Ontario  is  working  aggressively  to  protect  children  from  Internet  predators  and 
pornography  through  a  comprehensive  provincewide  plan  that  includes  innovative  new 
software  to  teach  children  about  the  dangers  of  the  Internet. 

The  new  software  package  for  schools  is  called  CYBERCOPS.  It  is  designed  to 
educate  Grade  7  and  8  students  on  the  risks  of  using  the  Internet. 

The  Attorney  General's  Task  Force  on  Internet  Crimes  Against  Kids  aims  to  provide  the 
police  and  Crowns  with  tools  to  improve  investigations  and  prosecutions  of  internet- 
based  crimes.  The  task  force  is  developing  support  material,  such  as  a  sentencing 
package,  as  well  as  best  practices  for  disclosure,  file  management  and  expert 
witnesses.  The  task  force  is  also  working  with  the  Internet  service  provider  industry  in 
order  to  find  ways  to  improve  cooperation  between  service  providers,  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  prosecutors. 

The  Ontario  Provincial  Police  and  the  Ontario  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  are  also 
developing  a  comprehensive  province-wide  strategy  to  combat  Internet  luring  and  child 
pornography.  The  strategy  will  be  aimed  at  protecting  children  no  matter  where  they 
live  in  Ontario. 

Enhanced  Anti  -  Gun  Gang  Violence  Strategy 

The  government  is  committed  to  doing  everything  within  its  power  to  stop  gun-violence. 
The  ministry  has  taken  significant  action  to  reduce  gun  crimes,  prosecute  those 
responsible  and  stop  the  spread  of  illegal  guns  in  this  province.  In  2005-06,  the 
government  will  be: 

•  developing  "blitz"  inspections  of  Toronto  gun-licensed  businesses  to  ensure  gun 
storage  and  safe-keeping  standards  are  being  met 

•  supporting  a  gun  amnesty  program  to  be  implemented  by  the  Toronto  Police 
Service  to  get  more  illegal  guns  off  the  streets 

•  improving  Ontario's  witness  protection  program  to  encourage  more  community 
members  to  come  forward  when  they  have  witnessed  a  serious  crime  and 

•  implementing  new  and  innovative  ways  for  Crown  prosecutors  to  bring 
community  impact  evidence  before  the  courts  in  seeking  tougher  sentences. 
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The  government  is  working  closely  with  the  police  and  all  levels  of  government  to 
ensure  Ontario  communities  are  safe  and  provide  a  quality  of  life  second  to  none. 

The  government  is  also  significantly  increasing  the  number  of  police  and  Crown 
prosecutors  on  the  Toronto  Anti-Guns  and  Gangs  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  is  made 
up  of  Toronto  police  officers  and  specialized  Crown  prosecutors  who  work  together  from 
day  one  of  an  investigation.  The  Crowns  provide  early  legal  advice  to  the  police, 
especially  on  search  warrants  or  other  issues  arising  out  of  an  investigation.  They  will 
also,  where  appropriate,  get  legal  authorization  for  the  police  to  conduct  wiretaps. 

As  of  October  2005,  26  senior  police  officers  will  join  the  specialized  Task  Force  and  32 
additional  Crown  prosecutors  will  work  exclusively  to  both  prosecute  existing  guns  and 
gangs  cases  and  support  the  investigation,  laying  and  prosecution  of  new  gun-related 
charges. 

The  work  of  the  Task  Force  has  led  to  large-scale  gang  takedowns,  which  have  resulted 
in  dozens  of  arrests,  hundreds  of  charges  and  the  seizure  of  many  firearms. 

The  government  is  also  enhancing  support  services  for  victims  and  victim  witnesses 
involved  in  guns  and  gang  prosecutions.  Staff  from  the  Victim/Witness  Assistance 
Program  will  be  assigned  full-time  to  large-scale  prosecutions.  Community  programs 
will  also  be  better  supported.  The  government  is  committed  to  ensuring  victims  have 
the  information,  assistance  and  support  they  need  throughout  the  criminal  justice 
process. 

Protect  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

The  ministry  is  committed  to  protecting  the  interests  of  the  most  vulnerable  in  the 
province  by  investigating  allegations  of  abuse  against  incapable  adults,  making  medical 
treatment  decisions  for  incapable  people  and  protecting  the  legal  and  property  rights  of 
vulnerable  adults  and  of  children  in  child  protection,  custody/access  and 
divorce/separation  cases  and  civil/litigation  estate  cases. 

The  ministry  also  provides  supervised  access  to  children  by  parents,  in  custody  and 
access  matters,  supervises  people  accused  of  criminal  offences  who  are  not  a  threat  to 
the  community  while  they  are  awaiting  trial,  and  manages  the  relationship  with  and  the 
funding  of  Legal  Aid  Ontario. 

This  year,  the  ministry  will  expand  the  Bail  Verification  and  Supervision  program  from  6 
to  10  sites.  This  program  contributes  to  a  more  efficient  bail  decision-making  process 
and  a  reduction  in  remand  rates,  through  the  pre-trial  release  of  accused  persons  who 
pose  no  threat  to  the  community,  but  do  not  have  the  financial  means  or  the  social  ties 
to  meet  bail  conditions. 
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Ensure  Access  to  Victim  Services 

The  ministry  provides  direct  support,  information  and  referrals  to  victims  and  witnesses 
of  crime  involved  in  the  criminal  court  process.  In  addition,  it  funds  community-based 
agencies  to  deliver  a  broad  range  of  services,  including:  crisis  assistance  and  referral 
services,  sexual  assault  services,  child  witness  programs,  behavioural  programs  that 
counsel  men  who  have  assaulted  their  partners,  and  safety  planning  for  persons  at  risk 
of  violence. 

Expansion  of  victim  services  provided  by  community  agencies  was  a  key  focus  this 
year.  The  expansion  of  the  Victim  Crisis  Assistance  and  Referral  Service,  a  community 
response  program  that  provides  immediate  service  to  victims  of  crime  or  disaster  on  a 
24/7  basis,  will  be  completed  this  year. 

In  2005,  the  ministry  will  open  two  new  French-language  sexual  assault  centres  in 
Prescott-Russell  and  Timmins,  brining  the  total  number  of  sexual  assault  centers  to  36. 

The  government  is  investing  in  community-based  agencies  across  Ontario  to  provide 
services  and  resources  that  empower  victims  of  crime  to  rebuild  their  lives.  Over  $3.1 
million  from  the  Victims'  Justice  Fund  is  being  made  available  to  71  agencies  through 
the  Community  Grants  Program  in  2005-2006.  The  government  is  funding  the  most 
promising  local  projects  that  assist  victims  of  domestic  violence,  sexual  assault,  hate 
crimes,  and  child  victims  of  sexual  abuse  and  exploitation  as  well  as  under-served  and 
unserved  victims. 

For  the  first  time,  the  government  is  engaging  members  of  local  victim  services’ 
organizations  and  other  community  representatives  in  six  regional  committees  across 
the  province.  Together  with  staff  from  the  Ontario  Victim  Services  Secretariat,  the 
community  representatives  will  identify  the  most  promising  local  projects  in  their  areas. 

The  ministry  is  setting  up  a  Hate  Crimes  Community  Working  Group  in  2005-06  with  the 
mandate  to  make  recommendations  for  improving  services  for  victims  of  hate  crimes 
and  to  prevent  further  victimization. 

The  government  has  already  taken  steps  to  combat  hate  crimes  in  Ontario: 

•  A  team  of  Crown  counsel  specially  trained  in  hate  crimes  legislation  provides 
legal  advice  to  the  police  and  other  Crown  attorneys  on  hate-crime  related 
matters. 

•  A  review  of  the  Crown  policy  manual  is  updating  the  Crown  prosecution  policy  on 
hate  crimes  to  ensure  that  it  is  up-to-date,  reflects  legal  developments  and 
addresses  the  current  social  environment  relating  to  hate  activities. 

•  For  the  first  time  ever,  organizations  that  support  victims  of  hate  crimes  will  be 
invited  to  apply  for  funding  from  the  Victims'  Justice  Fund  that  is  reserved  for 
community-based  victim  service  programs. 
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In  2005-06,  the  ministry  will  expand  the  court-based  support  it  provides  through  the 
Victim  /Witness  Assistance  Program.  This  program  assists  victims/witnesses  as  they 
proceed  through  the  criminal  justice  system.  Priority  is  given  to  those  who  are  most 
vulnerable:  victims  of  domestic  violence,  child  abuse  victims,  victims  of  sexual  assault, 
vulnerable  victims  with  special  needs,  elderly  victims  and  families  of  homicide  victims. 

• 

These  victims  require  continuing  and  consistent  support  throughout  the  criminal  justice 
process,  have  usually  suffered  the  most  acute  trauma  and  are  likely  to  be  negatively 
affected  by  the  experience  of  testifying  as  a  witness.  The  program  will  be  expanded  to 
all  54  court  jurisdictions  province-wide. 

The  government  is  improving  community  safety  and  helping  victims  of  crime  by 
investing  in  community-based  projects  that  are  set  up  to  help  those  victims.  The 
ministry  will  be  providing  funding  to  local  agencies  across  the  province  so  that  they  can 
develop  and  provide  specialized  services  that  are  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  victims  of 
crime  in  their  communities.  By  expanding  the  range  of  victim  services  available,  and  by 
developing  partnerships  between  government  and  local  service  providers,  our 
communities  become  stronger  and  safer. 

Deliver  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

The  ministry  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts  in 
Ontario  and  is  committed  to  providing  a  modern  and  professional  court  service  that 
supports  accessible,  fair,  timely  and  effective  justice  services.  Court  services  include: 
providing  public  information  at  court  counters,  maintaining  court  records,  providing 
courtroom  support  for  the  judiciary,  managing  juries,  delivering  family  and  civil 
mediation  programs,  enforcing  court  orders,  managing  the  appointment  of  judges, 
justices  of  the  peace,  masters,  notaries  public  and  commissioners  for  taking  affidavits. 

The  ministry  will  be  reviewing  a  report  on  Ontario's  police  complaints  system  that  was 
released  to  the  public  in  April  2005.  The  report  was  written  by  the  Honourable  Patrick 
LeSage,  who  is  a  former  chief  justice  of  Ontario's  Superior  Court  of  Justice.  He  was 
appointed  by  the  Ontario  government  to  lead  the  review  in  June  2004. Mr.  LeSage 
engaged  the  public  in  consultations  and  carried  out  a  very  thorough  review  of  the  police 
complaints  system  in  Ontario. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  work  with  the  judiciary  in  addressing  local  child  protection 
backlogs  and  will  work  with  the  judiciary  and  the  bar  on  revisions  to  Small  Claims  Court 
procedures. 

Additionally,  the  ministry  is  planning  to  introduce  an  Access  to  Justice  Act,  which  if 
passed,  would  modernize  the  justice  system  and  make  it  more  accessible,  open  and 
accountable. 
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Vital  Public  Interest 

Ontario’s  pit  bull  ban  and  other  amendments  to  the  Dog  Owners  Liability  Act  aimed  at 
keeping  communities  safer  from  all  dangerous  dogs  went  into  effect  on  August  29, 

2005. 

There  was  a  60-day  transition  period.  Owners  of  existing  pit  bulls  were  required  to  have 
them  spayed  or  neutered,  leashed  and  muzzled  while  in  public,  and  comply  with  any 
additional  requirements  set  by  municipalities. 

The  new  legislation  increases  fines  to  a  maximum  of  $10,000  and  allows  for  jail 
sentences  of  up  to  six  months  for  individuals  who  own  dangerous  dogs  that  bite,  attack 
or  pose  a  threat. 

In  2005-06,  the  ministry,  through  its  Legal  Services  Division,  will  continue  to  support  the 
role  of  the  Attorney  General  as  chief  law  officer  of  the  Crown  by  providing  the 
government  with  expert  legal  advice,  advocacy  and  representation  before  tribunals  and 
at  all  levels  of  court. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  support  the  Ipperwash  and  Cornwall  inquiries.  The  SARS 
Commissioner’s  second  interim  report  will  be  released  to  the  public. 

The  ministry  is  also  responsible  for  the  Human  Rights  Code  and  for  co-ordinating 
Ontario’s  obligations  under  international  human  rights  treaties  and  agreements.  The 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario,  which 
are  arms-length,  quasi-judicial  agencies  responsible  for  administering  the  Code,  are 
within  the  Attorney  General’s  policy  and  administrative  responsibilities. 

The  ministry  also  maintains  public  accountability  for  the  administration  of  the  Criminal 
Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario  Municipal 
Board,  and  the  Board  of  Negotiation.

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2004-05  Annual  Report 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  supported  the  government’s  priority  of  “Stronger, 
Safer  Communities”,  by  establishing  four  strategies  which  encompass  the  ministry’s 
activities,  and  assist  in  meeting  its  results. 

Improve  the  Efficiency  and  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

In  January  2004,  the  attorney  general  announced  that  he  would  be  providing  Crown 
resources  to  the  Toronto  Anti  Gun  and  Gang  task  force  to  combat  the  increasing  rate  of 
guns  and  gang-related  crimes  in  Ontario.  Dedicated  Crown  resources  are  now 
available  24/7  to  assist  with  gangs  and  gun  related  charges.  These  resources  support 
investigations  by  providing  police  with  pre-charge  legal  advice  and  assistance  in 
obtaining  search  warrants  and  wiretap  authorizations. 

The  ministry  continued  to  support  Delay  Reduction  Initiatives,  which  focus  on  bringing 
forward  criminal  cases  at  immediate  risk  of  dismissal  due  to  systemic  delay.  The  overall 
aim  of  the  initiative  is  to  improve  the  efficiencies  in  the  processing  of  criminal  cases  in 
the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice. 

On  June  14,  2004,  the  Scarborough  Youth  Justice  Committee  (YJC)  was  expanded  to 
address  the  needs  of  the  Malvern  area,  and  a  new  committee  covering  both  the  Jane- 
Finch  and  Jamestown  areas  in  Toronto  was  created.  By  the  end  of  2004-05,  there  were 
23  Youth  Justice  Committees  across  Ontario.  Youth  Justice  Committees  are  a  unique 
type  of  restorative  justice  program  that  provide  early  intervention  approaches  to  youth 
crime  and  actively  involve  community  stakeholders,  victims  and  youth  offenders. 

Protect  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

Given  the  ever-increasing  number  of  child  protection  cases,  the  ministry  provided 
additional  resources  to  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer  to  address  the  child 
protection  case  backlog. 

In  2004,  Legal  Aid  Ontario  opened  three  staff  offices  in  Barrie,  Brampton  and  Ottawa 
specializing  in  criminal  law  services  to  fulfill  its  mandate  of  ensuring  those  who  need 
legal  aid  get  this  service  no  matter  where  they  live  in  Ontario.  A  new  federal  program 
funds  the  criminal  law  offices.  Additional  funding  for  duty  counsel  services  was  also 
provided  to  Legal  Aid  Ontario. 
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Ensure  Access  to  Victim  Services 

The  Partner  Assault  Program,  a  counselling/education  program  for  people  who  have 
abused  their  partners,  was  expanded  to  an  additional  8  programs,  bringing  the  total  to 
68,  to  achieve  province-wide  coverage.  Additionally,  the  Domestic  Violence  Court 
program  achieved  province-wide  coverage  this  year. 

Funding  was  also  provided  to  36  Sexual  Assault/Rape  Crisis  Centres  to  provide 
services  to  victims  and  survivors  of  sexual  violence  including:  a  24-hour  crisis  line, 
supportive  counselling,  referral  to  other  services  and  supports,  and  improved  access  to 
French-language  support  services. 

Additionally,  the  ministry  expanded  the  court-based  support  it  provides  through  the 
Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program.  This  program  assists  victims/witnesses  as  they 
proceed  through  the  criminal  justice  system.  Priority  is  given  to  those  who  are  most 
vulnerable:  victims  of  domestic  violence,  child  abuse  victims,  victims  of  sexual  assault, 
vulnerable  victims  with  special  needs,  elderly  victims  and  families  of  homicide  victims. 

Deliver  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

The  ministry  continued  to  focus  on  reducing  criminal  and  child  protection  backlogs  and 
reducing  cost  and  delay  in  civil  and  family  proceedings.  The  ministry  reviewed  options 
to  reform  the  discovery  process  and  worked  with  the  judiciary  and  the  bar  on  revisions 
to  Smali  Claims  Court  procedures  and  the  family  law  rules. 

In  June  2004,  the  Attorney  General  announced  the  appointment  of  Patrick  LeSage, 
former  chief  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Ontario,  to  lead  a  formal  review  into 
Ontario’s  police  complaints  system.  The  review  was  aimed  at  identifying  ways  to 
improve  the  police  complaints  system.  LeSage  explored  a  range  of  perspectives  and 
ideas.  He  met  personally  with  a  variety  of  police  professionals,  community  groups  and 
concerned  citizens. 

In  2004,  the  government  improved  access  to  the  justice  system  by  regulating  the  way 
Ontarians  hire  lawyers  on  a  contingency  fee  basis.  Amendments  to  the  Solicitors  Act 
were  proclaimed  on  October  1 , 2004,  and  new  rules  governing  the  use  of  contingency 
fees  in  Ontario  came  into  force.  Contingency  fee  agreements  allow  a  client  to  pay  legal 
fees  only  in  the  event  of  success. 

The  new  regulatory  protections  will: 

•  require  all  contingency  fee  agreements  to  be  made  in  writing; 

•  prohibit  contingency  fees  in  criminal,  quasi-criminal  and  family  law  matters; 

•  prohibit  a  lawyer  from  getting  paid  more  than  the  client  recovers; 

•  set  out  specific  protections  for  minors  and  incapable  adults. 
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Vital  Public  Interest 

In  addition  to  supporting  the  four  key  strategies,  the  ministry  also  supported  the 
government’s  priority  of  “Vital  Public  Interest”. 

In  2004-05,  the  ministry  through  its  Legal  Services  Division,  continued  to  support  the 
Attorney  General’s  role  as  chief  law  officer  of  the  Crown  by  providing  the  government 
with  expert  legal  advice,  advocacy  and  representation  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels 
of  court. 

The  ministry  is  also  responsible  for  the  Human  Rights  Code  and  for  co-ordinating 
Ontario’s  obligations  under  international  human  rights  treaties  and  agreements.  The 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario,  which 
are  arms-length,  quasi-judicial  agencies  responsible  for  administering  the  Code,  are 
within  the  Attorney  General’s  policy  and  administrative  responsibilities. 

The  ministry  also  maintains  public  accountability  for  the  administration  of  the  Criminal 
Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario  Municipal 
Board,  and  the  Board  of  Negotiation. 

In  June  2004,  the  Attorney  General  introduced  legislation  to  make  public  accounting 
licences  more  accessible,  while  meeting  its  commitment  to  protect  businesses, 
investors  and  the  public  with  high  regulatory  standards.  The  legislation  was  passed 
with  unanimous  consent  one  day  later. 

The  Public  Accounting  Act,  2004,  enables  qualified  Chartered  Accountants,  Certified 
General  Accountants  and  Certified  Management  Accountants  to  obtain  a  licence  to 
practise  public  accounting.  The  proposed  "parallel  licensure"  system  will  reconstitute 
and  refocus  the  Public  Accountants  Council  (PAC)  as  the  guardian  of  public  accounting 
standards  in  Ontario.  The  PAC  will  approve  and  enforce  standards  relating  to 
education,  experience,  examinations,  practice  inspections,  professional  conduct  and 
development,  and  disciplinary  procedures. 

Also,  legislation  was  introduced  and  passed  that  amended  more  than  70  Ontario 
statutes  to  bring  them  in  line  with  court  decisions  that  found  same-sex  marriage  to  be 
constitutional.  The  legislation  ensured  that  same-sex  couples  are  treated  with  the  same 
respect  and  dignity  as  opposite-sex  couples. 

Additionally,  in  2004-05,  the  government  introduced,  and  the  Legislature  passed, 
legislation  that  amended  the  Dog  Owners  Liability  Act,  banning  pit  bulls  and  making 
owners  more  responsible  for  the  actions  of  their  dogs.  The  legislation  was  aimed  at 
protecting  the  public  from  dangerous  dogs  and  irresponsible  owners.
